WHAT HAPPENS WHEN YOU GET STONED FOR 5 YEARS? 


New research published this week in the jour- 
nal JAMA Internal Medicine confirms what 
many of us have suspected for some time: If 
you smoke a lot of weed— like, a lot of it— it 
can potentially do permanent damage to your 
short-term memory 

Professor Reto Auer of the University of 
Lausanne in Switzerland led a team of re- 
searchers who examined data on the mari- 
juana habits of nearly 3,400 Americans over a 
25-year period. At the end of the study period, 
the subjects took a battery of tests designed 
to assess cognitive abilities— memory, focus. 


ability to make quick decisions, etc. 

The study found that people who smoked 
marijuana on a daily basis for a long period of 
time— five years or more— had poorer verbal 
memory in middle age than people who didn’t 
smoke, or who smoked less. This association 
remained even after researchers controlled 
for a variety of other factors known to affect 
cognitive performance, such as age, educa- 
tion, use of other substances and depression. 

The team measured lifetime marijuana 
exposure in a new unit of measurement they 
call “marijuana-years.” -Washington post 


GUN SHOT 9 TIMES FROM NORTH SIDE HIGH-RISE ROOF 


A Chicago man was ordered held after he and 
a female went up to the rooftop of his Park 
West high-rise apartment building in the 
“densely populated” North Side neighbor- 
hood on Sunday with a handgun and fired off 
as many as nine rounds. 

Peter Vitale, 27, was charged with aggra- 
vated discharge of a firearm at an occupied 
building and reckless discharge of a firearm 
endangering the safety of others, according 
to prosecutors. He was in court Wednesday 
afternoon and was ordered held in lieu of 
$150,000 bail by a Cook County judge. 


According to a police report, Vitale was 
accompanied by his lawyer Tuesday morning 
when he turned himself over to police. 

Vitale was spotted by witnesses and video 
entering the rooftop of his building in the 2700 
block of North Pine Grove at about 2:45 p.m. 
Sunday afternoon, according to the report. 

He and a female, who has not been charged, 
were on the rooftop when he brandished a 
handgun and shot from the roof According 
to the report, video shows him handing the 
gun to the female, who then fires the gun.

We have seen everything in the Super Bowl: 
blowouts, upsets, last-minute heroics, iconic 
television ads and even wardrobe malfunc- 
tions. But here are a few that we haven’t 
seen yet, and while they remain potential 
Super Bowl firsts for a reason, there’s always 
a chance. 

Overtime 

The New York Giants beat the Buffalo Bills 
20-19 in Super Bowl XXV, the narrowest mar- 
gin of victory in Super Bowl history There 
have been five close calls: 

» Baltimore’s Jim O’Brien kicked a game- 
winning field goal with five seconds left in 
Super BowlV 

» Tennessee’s Kevin Dyson was stopped 
one yard short of a touchdown in Super Bowl 
XXXIV If successful, the Titans would have 
had a chance to kick the extra point for a tie. 

» New England’s Adam Vinatieri kicked 
a game-winning field goal as time expired in 
Super Bowl XXXVI. 

» Two years later, Vinatieri kicked a game- 
winning field goal with four seconds left in 
Super Bowl XXXVIII. 

With Carolina favored by six points, the 
chances Super Bowl 50 ends regulation in a tie 
is 2.6 percent, or i-in-40 odds. 

A Super Bowl shutout 

It would be even more rare to see a shutout. 
Every team in every Super Bowl has scored, 
and all but five managed to score at least one 
touchdown. 

Denver, despite having a defense playing 
at a historic level, will have a hard time keep- 
ing Carolina off the scoreboard. Based on the 
points allowed by the Broncos during the reg- 
ular season, the chances they can shut an op- 
ponent out are 0.4 percent, or i-in-250 odds. 

The chances of the Panthers 
holding Peyton Manning and his 
offensive unit to zero points is 
slightly better at i-in-167 (0.6 per- 
cent). 

A punt return for 
a touchdown 

A punt has never been returned for 
a touchdown in the Super Bowl. 

However, there have been three 
blocked punts returned for touch- 
downs. 

During the regular season, 13 of 
1,133 ptint returns were returned

for touchdowns, but teams are o for 40 in the 
playoffs. Carolina had one of those regular- 
season scores— Marcus Murphy returned a 
74-yard punt against the New Orleans Saints 
in Week 3 — while Denver had none. 

Super Bowl teams average 4.7 punts per 
game. The chances of one of those being re- 
turned for a touchdown are 4.3 percent. 

A play from scrimmage of 
90 or more yards 

Seven kickoffs and one interception have 
been returned 90 or more yards in the 49 Su- 
per Bowls to date, but 90 yards (or more) has 
never been gained on one offensive play 
The Panthers last had one in 2011 when 
Cam Newton completed a 
91-yard pass to Brandon LaEell, 
who scored. 

You have to go back to 2008 
for the last time Denver had that 
big a play, when Jay Cutler threw 
to Eddie Royal for 93 yards and a 
touchdown. 

There have been 17 such plays 
over the past five seasons, but 
only Jacksonville’s Blake Bortles 
and Allen Robinson connected 
for a 90 -yard play this past year, 
putting the odds that we see it on 
Sunday at 0.003 percent.

Hello! I’m Marissa Conrad. You may remem- 
ber me from such stories as “I Double-Fisted 
the Au Cheval and Small Cheval Burgers,” 

“I Wished Shake Shack’s Fried Chicken 
Sandwich Was Made With Dark Meat” and 
“I Tried to Eat a 12-Pound Pizza For Sport.” 
(Also, “No One Born After 1995 Will Get 
This Throwback Simpsons Joke.”) 

I was as skeptical as anyone about a juice 
the color of a washed-out green olive that 
touts “chlorophyll” loudly and proudly 
among its super-ingredients. I’m not a 
houseplant, for one. But on the way out of a 
workout at new Studio Three in River North, 
a brightly colored menu drew me to adjoin- 
ing Real Good Juice Co. like Katy Perry to a 
beach-ball dress. I couldn’t help but smile at 
drink names such as: Juice-tin Bieber. Juice 
Springsteen. Juicille Ball. None of the drink 
ingredients actually related to the parodied 
people, but keep in mind I am a giant sucker 
who once wore Benefit’s Sign Prenup lipstick 
for a whole season because I liked the name. 

When I got to the Punky Juice-ster, I could 
practically hear 7-year-old Soleil Moon Frye 
from inside the refrigerator she got trapped 
in playing tag telling me to order it. A few 
hours later, Google informed me my memory 
is wrong and it was actually Funky’s best 
friend Cherie who got trapped in the fridge. 


Whatever. I had already bought the juice. 

And you know what? It was straight-up 
delicious. 

The whole thing is only five ingredients: 
matcha, almond milk, chia, chlorophyll 
and mint. A soft, pleasant nuttiness comes 
through as the predominant flavor, and one 
that pairs surprisingly nicely with a subdued 
hit of mint, like a Shamrock Shake on Xanax.
